It is a Catalogue and much 
more, for it serves also as a work of musical reference on many points usually found only 
m musical dictionaries and biographies. 


U will be seen that the Catalogue is its own index, working straight 
through from A to Z, every title, subject, singer, organization and 
composer being in its proper place, with all the records in each class 
set under the subject headings, and each with its size, number and 
label colour printed plainly after the title and artist's name. 

Where the record is double-sided, both titles are given, the reverse side being in 
italics. For example, take double-sided record No. C459. It appears under B as follows : —

In the Composers" sections, in cases where a number of selections have been recorded 
from one work, such as an opera, a cross reference is made to the work, only miscellaneous 
composition* being listed in full. Thus : under Gounod, one of the references would 
fie " sec Faust," thus saving the repetition of a large number of titles. 

These arc made as complete as is possible without going to extremes.

A special section of the Catalogue is devoted to records by Celebrity 
Artists, and in this section will be found all their records grouped 
under each artist s name, together with, in the majority of cases, a 
biographical note. 

Pronunciations of the foreign artists* names arc also given, for the benefit of those 
not acquainted with the language from which they are taken. For verbal enquiries after 
records by such artists, these phonetic pronunciations will be found most useful. 

The majority of ** His Masters Voice" Records (vocal, operatic, 
duets, trios, etc.) are made with orchestral accompaniments. The 
exceptions arc most of the violin solos, many ballads which call for 
pianoforte accompaniment, and unaccompanied concerted singing. 

In view of the great development made in the use of the Gramophone 
for educational purposes, a special section of the catalogue is devoted 
to a comprehensive list of records of educational value. These are 

mostly chosen with a view to the teaching of the * Appreciation of Music,* but many 

records of general music arc included. 

Under the titles of most of the operas will be found the date and 
place of the original production. .The stories of these operas and 
the records are given, together with much little-known information, 
in the new' illustrated library edition of our publication ** Opera at 

Home,*’ Price 7s. 6d. net, from all *' His Master’s Voice '* accredited dealers. This is

" His Master’s Voice ” records are made to play at a speed of 
78 revolutions per minute, and no departure should be made from 
this rule unless a special speed is marked after the record in the 
Catalogue. Correct speed governs pitch, tone and tempo, and oniy 
by paying close attention to this point can you ensure that you are hearing the actual 
tones as they were recorded. 

Turntables should be tested for speed from time to time. This can be done instantly 
by means of ’* His Master’s Voice ” Patent Speed Tester. 

To obtain the best results and to prolong the life of ” His Master’s 
Voice ” Records, only ” His Master’s Voice *’ needles—Steel, Fibre 
or " Tungstyle ” should be used. 

Great care should be used in placing the needle on the record. The 
turntable should be set revolving, and when it has attained playing speed the needle point 
should be placed gently on the outside polished rim of the record, and then slowly pushed 
into the first of the playing grooves. Under no circumstances should the needle be put 
directly on to the record itself. 

Because of the vast amount of detail work involved in the compilatirn 
of the first edition of this Catalogue, some mistakes may have passed 
unnoticed.

BACH, JOHANN SEBASTIAN (Bahkh) (I685-I750)-Composer 

Born Eisenach. Prussia. 1635. Family very musical and was taught violin by father. 
Afterwards studied clavichord. Chorister at Luncberg, 1700. Organist. Armstadt, 
1704; appointed Court organist at Weimar. 1707; then Concer/meister. Kapellmeister 
at Coethen 1717 to 1723, then director of several Lcipsic churches. Married twice; 
20 children. Was greatest master of fugue and counterpoint, and first to introduce 
present method of fingering for pianoforte. Works numerous, including 300 church 
cantatas, many organ works, suites, concertos, etc. Larger works include Mass in B 
minor, Christmas Oratorio, Passion of Si. John and St. Matthew. Bach died in 1750, 
after having become almost blind.

Bom in Halle, 1685, His father was a barber and afterwards became valet to Prince 
Saxe. The boy was intended for a lawyer but secretly studied the harpsichord. In 
1705 he wrote two operas. Operatic troubles ruined nis health and caused paralysis 
in 1737, He partially recovered and in 1741 abandoned opera and devoted himself wholly 
to oratorio, writing successively " Saul,” ” Israel/ “ L allegro* and in 1743 his immortal 
M Messiah/’ greatest of all oratorios, followed by “ Samson/ " Judas,” ” Joshua.” and 
many others. In 1752 he became practically blind, but continued to direct his works 
until 1759, when he died, A monument was erected to his memory in Westminster 
Abbey*

ANSSEAU, FERNAND, Tenor (Ahng-soh) 

Fcm^md Ansseau was bom in Belgium, at Boussu-Boi*. near Mans, in 1890. He 
studied at the Brussels Conservatoire as & pupil of Professor Dcmest, He was engaged at 
the Theatre at Dijon {France) in 1913, and relumed to Belgium the following year, wherr 
he was overtaken by the invasion of the enemy, to the great detriment of bis theatrical 
career. 

During the German occupation Ansseau sang specially in Brussels and the Provinces, 
at concerts in support of Belgian chanties. He is a great favourite in musical circles 
in Brussels: and was chosen, after the Gcrnian defeat, as the tenor on the occasion of the 
solemn re-opening of the Theatre dc la Monnale, which for four years had been exclusively 
reserved for German actors. He was engaged ,il the same theatre for the 1918-19 season, 
when his superb voice at once placed him in the first rank of operatic tenors. 

The management of Cover*! Garden invited him to London for the 1919 season, 
during which he filled the principal roles of French Opera with ever growing success. 
It was during his slay in London that he sang for the Gramophone Company {“*HU 
Master's Voice ") several of the favourite pieces from his repertory. He is, at present, 
one of the principal* at the Opera House, in Paris,

1 n 1907 he made his debut with huge success in the operas, 11 The Demon/'" Carmen " 
and ,+ Faust/' in the Moscow- Imperial Opera House, and immediately thereafter accepted 
a proposal for an extended tour abroad. Bftklanov has also appeared with great success 
in America. 

Baklanov is now undoubtedly one of the greatest baritones in the world* and there 
is no notable operatic stage in Europe w here he has noTappeared with success. 

It is interesting to know that M, Baklanov is a keen athlete, and has more than once 
gained laurels as a tennis player.

BATTISTINI, MATT1A, Baritone 

Battistini, one of the most perfect singers ever before the public, was born in the 
year (857 in July. and at twenty-one made his debut at the Teatro Argentine in Rome, 
His success was. instantaneous, and he was speedily engaged for the principal operatic 
stages of Italy, Spain. Portugal and South America. 

He paid his first visit to England in 1837. and has visited Covent Garden many times 
since. His own countrymen were so enamoured at the remarkable results he achieved 
that they gave him the proud title" La Gloria d' Italia." His singing has always been looked 
upon as a model of artistic style. 

Baltistini has created many important roles, and appeared all over Europe with signal 
success as Rigoletlo. Don Giovanni, Valentino and Eugene Onegin. Batiisrinia wide 
repertory includes the part of Werther, originally written for a tenor, but especially re¬ 
written for his baritone voice by bib friend Massenet. He also sings in such seldom heard 
operas as “ La Favorite,"’ ** Don Sebastian end " Marta/' 

During the war the veteran baritone made some special appearances in Italy and wm 
greeted with wonderful enthusiasm. 

Battistjni is possessed of a most cultured voice of marvellous capacity, which he uses 
with exquisite art, His Master's Voice " records by this famous artist are truly 
magnificent specimens of the .great Italian's powers in their maturity, their fidelity in 
tone and volume to the living voice of the artist being nothing short of remarkable,

Mmc. Clara Butt was bom in 1873 at Southwick. Sussex. Brought up amidst 
congenially musical surroundings, sHe reached jhe age of fourteen before her great vocal 
powers were even guessed at; it was a visitor's chance remark that caused her parents 
to decide upon a musical career for their talented daughter. 

Her training took place at the Royal College of Music, and she made her debut at 
the Roy.il Albert Hall in 1892. She subsequently appeared in numerous Musical 
Festivals in various pdrts of England, her commanding presence and the extraordinary 
beauty of her voice making a memorahle impression in all the places visited. In 
1893 her public career was interrupted by a renewed course of study in Paris under 
M. Bouhy and Mmc. Etclka Gerster. She returned with all her powers, vocal and artistic, 
fully developed, to take at once her unique place among great English singers. In 1900 
she married Mr. Kennerlev Rumford, and has been associated with her husband in 
innumerable joint Concert Tours through England and every English-speaking land. 
Made her debut in Opera, June 27th, 1920, in “ Orfeo and Eurydice," Covent Garden.

The news of Caruso's death at Naples on August 2nd, 1921, treated a profound!^ 
sensation throughout the world of musk, for it was confidently expected that he was 
definitely recovering from the illness that had caused so much anxiety some months 
previously. He had indeed become so much better in health that, as fate as three months 
before the.commencement of his fatal illness, he made a magnificent series of new records,

Chaliapinc was born in 1873 at Kazan ; and his great musical powers became apparent flj 
at a very early age. _ 

In 1894 Chaliapin* sang in Pctrograd ; in 1895 he entered the Russian imperial 
Troupe, and in 1906 appeared at Mamontov's Private Opera House in Moscow, His 
fame really commenced in the year 18% when* during an engagement at the Russian 
Opera House in Moscow, the mighty and peculiar talent of Chaliapin* was revealed to the 
great Russian musical public. 

In 1899 he returned to the Imperial Stage, again appearing at the Moscow Imperial 
Theatre* and afterwards at the Petrograd Marienshy Theatre* where lie was the idol oF 
the Russian public. 

His career has been a long series of triumphs* not only in Russia, but in Milan* Paris, 
Monte Carlo. New York and London. 

Chaliapina is a bass of exceptional gifts. His beautiful and flexible voice—wonderful 
in its enormous power and quality of lane—his rare artistic feeling and thoughtful study, 
his independent interpretation, and his astonishing dramatic powers P combined with 
superb diction* have enabled him to create in the region of Russian music a series of 
outstanding and original operatic figures* amongst which the following are particularly 
notable : Worts GaJovr.&iK lean the 1 errihte. The Miller, Mephkfophckx, and the Demon. 

He Has also appeared with great success m Don Quixote in “ Don Carlos " and 
11 Khovantt hina." 

One of the most sensational appearances ever made in England was that of Chalmpine 
in the Russian Seasons in 1913 and 1914 at Dnuy Lane ; in a night he had musical England 
at his feet. He was termed the ** bass Caruso. and was acknowledged to be without a 
superior* a unique personality in the musical world. 

During the war, rumour killed Chaliapina many times over, but happily he came thmuch 
unharmed. It was only in 1921, however* that the Soviet Government allowed him to leave 
the country. In the autumn of that year he made, his first post-war appearance in 
England, singing on several occasions for the benefit of the Russian Famine Relief Fund, 
The ovation accorded him at his first Albert Hall Concert will live in jhe memory of all 
who were fortunate in witnessing it.

Alfred Cortot was born at Nyon. He went to Paris in 1884, nnd enlrred the 
Conservatoire later, where he won the following prizes: First ” Medaillc de Solfcge ” 
1891, First Pianoforte Medal 1892, and the highest prize and the only one awarded in 

l89( \ 

From 1897 to 1901 he. devoted himself chiefly to conducting, and was Choral 
Conductor at Bayreuth. He produced and conducted Wagner’s " Ring” in 1902, this 
Ijcing the first performance in Paris of Wagner’s tetralogy. He also conducted some 
Colonne concerts. 

His career as solo pianist, in which vocation he is now chiefly known, began in 1897 
at a Colonne concert. Since then he has played continually in all the lending Continental 
reunifies, and also in England and the United. States of America, where he has been 
-cclaimed tbc greatest piarist who has ever visited the States. 

Cortot’s distinguishing characteristics ns a pianist arc difficult to describe, since he 
rombines the best qualities of many different schools. A superb technique, extraordinary 
brilliancy, great power of tone and remarkable delicacy of touch, strike the listener in 
turn ; whilst his sense of rhythm and the beauty'of his phrasing are alike conspicuous, 
but above all is to be placed the rare quality which enables him to pass from one composition 
to another, investing each with a separate character in complete harmony with the 
composer’s individuality, at the seme time preserving his own strong personality and holding 
the audience spell-bound by the force of his genius.

GAY, MARIA, Mezzo-Soprano (Guy) 

Maria Gay is a Spaniard, born in Barcelona. Before going on the stage, she had 
thoughts of becoming a sculptor, and studied in Paris to that end. Her operatic debut 
was made in Brussels, in 1905, of course, as Carmen . In the autumn of the following 
year she appeared at Covent Garden in the same role, shocking some elderly critics and 
electrifying the general public by the almost alarming realism and vigour of her performance. 
Perhaps no other Carmen has put quite such wild abandon into the “ Chanson Bohcmc," 
such seductive dharm into the " Seguidille,” Maria Gay has also sung in '* Orfeo," and 
her wonderful performance of Dalila is famous on the Continent.

GIGLI, BENIAMINO, Tenor (Jccl'-yee) 

Beniamino Gigli, a brilliant Italian tenor of the younger generation, was bom in 1890 
at Recanati. and, although noLpriginallv intended for a musical career, sang in the churches 
of his native town at an early age. When seventeen years old, he applied for a place in 
the “ Schola Cantorum ” of the famous Sistinc Chapel of St. Peter’s, Rome, then under 
the direction of Maestro Perosi, and after studying singing in the eternal city, eventually 
entered the celebrated Conservatoire of St. Cecilia, to complete his musical education. 
He first attracted public attention by winning first prize in a competition, at Parma, held 
by Canr>anini. the well-known conductor, and as a consequence made his dlbut on the 
operatic stage soon after, at Rovigo. in " Gioconda." in 1914. From that time he made 
steady progress towards the front rank of Italy’s operatic artists, and eventually achieved 
a great triumph in the festival performance of Baito’s ” Mefistofele,” given under Toscanini, 
in 1918. Another notable performance, which helped to make his name with the Italian 
public^ was the production of Mascagni’s *’ Lodoletta " at Milan in the same year, in which 
the young tenor took the leading role. He is one of the most popular artists in his native 
country.

GLUCK, ALMA, Soprano (Ciook) 

This delightful young artist was bom in Bucharest, Roumania, but was taken to 
America at the age of six and received all her musical education there. 

She made her first appearance as Sophie in Werther at the New Theatre, New 
York, and awoke next morning to fincf herself famous. Since that time she has appeared

KUBELIK, JAN, Violinist (Koo'-bcli-lik, Vatin)

HIS MASTER'S VOICE CELEBRITY RECORDS 


LLOYD, EDWARD, Tenor 

Born in 1845, Elwmi Lloyd began to sing in 1852 as a choir boy at Westminster 
Abbey. He sang there till I860. In 1867 he became famous as a tenor at Cambridge 11 
and in- London, and wns appointed as Gentleman of the Chapel Royal. His first great " 
success was at the Gloucester Festival in the Matthew Passion Music—so successful 
indeed was this appearance that he resigned his post as chorister and devoted himself 
entirely to platform work. To Lloyd belongs the honour of having created the principal 
parts, amongst others, in Sullivan s " Martyr of Antioch," and the same composer's 
Golden Legend " (Leeds, 1886), Gounod's 14 Redemption <+ (Birmingham, 1882), and 
" Mors et Vita " (1885, also at Birmingham), Dvoraks "St. Ludmilla w (Leeds, 1886), 
Parry's *’ Judith u and " King Saul," and Elgar's “ Caraetacus M and ** Dream of 
Gerontius/’ The memorable production of the last-named work, at Birmingham in 
1900, is td be marked as the fitting culmination of the great singer's services to 
oratorio in England ; for that was the year of his retirement from public life, still in 
possession of the plenitude of his powers, and leaving a gap behind him which has never 
yet been quite adequately filled. 

During the war he appeared at a big Charity concert at the London Mansion House 
and surprised and delighted his hearers by singing with all his old beauty of voice. 

His beautiful and powerful voice can still be heard, however, thanks to the 
'* His Master's Voice " records made by this artist many years ago,

LUNNp LOUISE KIRKBY, Contralto 

Manchester claims Mme, Kirkby Lunn as a daughter, the great contralto being 
bom there in 1873* At the age of twenty she went to London to the Royal College of 
Music, Whilst there her singing and acting attracted the attention of Sir Augustus 
Harris, and under his auspices she made a striking debut as Nt>ra in "Shamus O'Brien," 
in March, 18%, Later she played at Covent Garden, and after Harris's death she joined 
the Carl Rosa Opera Company.

MARTJNELLI, GIOVANNI, Tenor (Mar-tinJo-valin^-rtec) 

ThU artist has made a notable success at Coven l Carden and at lhe Metropolitan, 
New York, and has been pronounced one of the best of the great Italian tenors. 

He k n native of the province of Venezia, and was bom at Montagnana in 1866. His 
father wtt s a cabinet maker in the village and had no means of giving his son a musical

clarionet and finally joined the regimental band, where the director discovered that the 
young man had a remarkable voice. When hb time of service wes completed he wcnl-^- 
to Milan, where he soon Found friends who sent him to Professor MandolinL 7 he teacher 
trained the young man's naturally beautiful voice, and he soon made his debut at the 
Dal Vermc in Verdi's "Eraani," Here he was heard by Pucdni and Toscanini, who 
immediately engaged him for the premiere of ** The Girl of the Golden West " at Rome, 

A Covcnt Garden engagement followed in 1912, where the critics immediately pronounced 
him to be a tenor of the first rank, and the management secured his services on a long 
contract. His ddbut. a few months later, at the Metropolitan, was a similar Lfiumph ; 
then he returned to Covent Garden in 1913 and 1914, scoring further successes. Dining 
the war Martinelli sang in America, but relumed to Covcnt Garden for the great Peace 
Season in 1919, where he was the chief " star" among the men singers.

Titta Ruffo was born at Pi?a in 1878. At the age of seventeen he began his vocal 
studies with hi« brother, a well-known teacher, and continued them later at Rome under 
Pctischini. His debut was made in 1898 at the Costanzi Theatre. Rome, when he made a 
sensation in the small part of the Herald in “ Lohengrin,” Other important engagements 
rapidly followed in Italv and South America., In 1905 he obtained an appointment at 
, La Scab* Milan, where he sang in the first Italian performance of ” Le jongleur de Notre 
Dame." Since then he has sung in Vienna, Paris* Madrid, Cairo and other dries* 
and has become a great favourite in Russia, He has been acclaimed with 
extraordinary enthusiasm in New York, while on his appearances, just before the war, 
in. London* he was universally recognised as the finest of the younger generation of Italian 
baritones. One of hU greatest successes has been made in the part of Hamlet* which he 
sang at the opening of the Colon Opera House.

Milan. 

His repeated appearances in all the chief opera houses of the world have met with 
brilliant success, and secured for him a lasting reputation. He has a fine baritone voice, 
unusually rich and powerful, and his repertory includes the roles of Falslaff % logo, Rigoletto . 
Amonasro , Scarpia, Sharplcss . Marcel, Jack Ranee, Figaro and Tonio. 

For year* before the war Sammarco was regarded as one of Covent Garden’s most 
popular artists, and at his reappearance at the reopening of Covent Garden in 1919, was 
warmly welcomccTby the public. Recently he has made triumphant reappearances in his 
native Italy, following upon his successful seasons in the United States and South America.

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SCHIPA, TITO, Lyric Tenor (Skcc'-pah, Tce'-toh) 

Tito Schipa was born in 1888 at Lccco. where he studied music under Maestro 
Gerunda; then he went to Milan, where he worked with Sr. F.milio Piccoli: and he made 
his first appearance-in opera in 1909, singing Bizets “ I Pescatori di Pcrle” and Leon¬ 
cavallo’s ” £aza ” at the Teatro Sociale of Cremona, in both of which operas he achieved 
a very great triumph. After this he took part in a very important tour through Italy and 
sang at^ Bologna.

SCOTTI, ANTONIO, Baritone 

Antonio Scotti was bom at Naples, studied under Paganini and made his debut at 
the age of twenty-three, in Malta, as Amonasro in ” Aida.” After scoring several’successes 
in Milan he was secured by Covent Garden and made his London ddbut as Don Giovanni. 
Scotti's repertory* very extensive ; his impersonation of Scorpio is considered his greatest 
part, whilst as Fahtaff he has achieved a notable success. The ” His Master’s Voice " 
records by Scotti include a number of airs from various operas and several Neapolitan 
songs, all of which are much in demand on account of their faithful reproduction of his 
voice.

SMIRNOV, DMITRI ALEXEIEVITCH, Tenor 

Smirnov, the famous Russian tenor, was bom in 1881, and made Hi# debut in 
Rubinstein s ** Demon,’* at the Moscow Imperial Opera House on the 26th April, 1904. 
with extraordinary success- Other appearances followed in Paris, in 1907. and at Monte 
Carlo, where Smirnov quickly won the sympathies of the international public. Smim6v 
has also earned great renown in Brussels and Madrid, and in the autumn of 1910 he appeared 
with brilliant success at the Metropolitan Opera House in New York, where he gang 
throughout the winter season. In the spring of the foil owing* year he toured in Buenos 
Aires and Montevideo. Smirnov, in the early years of his public career, appeared with 
equal frequency in Moscow and Petrograd, but hag of late sung almost exclusively in 
Petrograd. His ddbut in the Russian opera season at Drury Lane in 1914 was brilliantly 
successful.

TAM^NO, FRANCESCO (the late). Tenor (Tah-mahr/-yoh) 

Francesco Tamagno was born at Turin in 1851. The son of a rural innkeeper, he 
doubtless owed his splcndcd physique—that great chest and iron throat which produced 
the wonderful robusto tones lor which he was noted—to his active outdoor life. It was 
when only sixteen years of age that he made his ddbut at Palermo in Verdi’s *’ Un Ballo 
in Maschcra.” The period of his great fame began in 1880, when he made a sensation 
at I-a Scala Theatre. Milan, in ” Ernani.” Later in the same year he began a protracted 
tour of all the leading Opera centres of the world, winning fresh triumphs in every place. 
When Verdi composed the Opera ” Otello,” it was with a special eve to Tainagno in the 
principal part, and the fust production of it in Milan, in February, 1887, was received 
with extraordinary enthusiasm. 

From that day to his death Tamagno was the only conceivable Otello. and this 
remained his best and most typical as well as his most famous port. He came to London 
in July, 1889, playing successfully at the Lyceum Theatre and later in the year visited 
America. 

He was the “possessor of a tremendous voice, a pure tenor of great range and body., 
and remarkable in its high notes. It was undoubtedly the most powerful of ail voices 
that have been heard on the operatic stage. Tamagno*s last visit to England was in 1901, 
and on August 31st, 1905. he died after an apoplectic seizure. 

Though this great artist has passed away we can still hear his voice, thanks to the 
wonderful “ His Master’s Voice ” records he made during his lifetime. Tamagno made 
*\His Master’s Voice " records exclusively, and to them alone it is given to hand down his 
great voice imperishably to coming generations.
